April bowed in today with one of 
the worst dust storms on record 
and a cold snap that dropped tem­ 
peratures as much as 30 degrees. 
The beginning of the first full 
month of spring thus carried on 
the violence and destruction which 
have marked the season since its 
start March 21. 
W’inds died .somewhat today over 
five Southwestern states where a 
“ black blizzard" spread a massive j 
dust cloud 400 to 500 miles wide 
and 14,000 feet high. 
But the red silt still clogged the 
air and may take several days to 
clear. 
The big storm front also touched 
off lashing thunderstorms, possible 
tornadoes, hail, and dirty snow be­ 
fore it blew itself out over most 
areas.

Once more the United States has 
made it known it is agreeable to 
new big powder talks. 
The only 
Question now seems to be whether 
the Soviet Union favors a confer­ 
ence in the near future. 
The British think (he Russians 
won’t take part in am major con­ 
ference this year 
The Kremlin 
naturally is disturbed at tile prog- 
ress made toward final approval of 
the Paris pacts drawing West tier 
many into the Western defense 
orbit. 
But the Russians have a wav of 
suppressing 
their 
concern 
fast 
when they sec political advantage 
in doing so. 
When they h it the 
UN Security Council in 1950 in 
protest against failure to seat Red 
China, they vowed they’d never 
be back. Some thought they meant 
it. But they returned when it .suit­ 
ed them—and without explanation. 
Perhaps of mort' immediate in 
lerest is the waj we and oui allied 
friends view another big power 
parley. 


Throughout the disillusioning ser 
ies of postwar meetings with the 
Russians, this country has devel­ 
oped a hard-headed attitude. 
We 
have come to ask not for paper 
promises but for deeds 
Sometimes we have yielded to 
allied pressures to confer when we 
thought nothing would come of it. 
Often events have showed us right. 
But we have not closed the door 
on future discussions 
We never have taken the view. 
nor can we. that there should be 
no further meetings 
It used to 
be said that war proved the failure 
of negotiation. 
We cannot turn 
our backs on negotiation, even 
when we suspect it may end in fu 
tility. 
There is always something new 
to be learned about our adversary, 
if only that he has not changed 
since the last conference. 
And 
there is always the 
hope 
that 
friends abroad who again and again 
have placed unwarranted faith in 
the “magic” of face-to-face talks 
will "come a little closer to the 
realities. 


Furthermore, we can lay with 
reason that so long as talking is 
possible, affairs have not moved 
to the fatal stage where nuclear 
warfare actually impends 
Our new willingness to talk, ex 
pressed by the able Senator George 
and reinforced by word from the 
State Department, docs not mean 
we have suddenly been swept along 
by the tide of illusion that repeat­ 
edly seems to engulf some of our 
European friends 
Nor does it mean we are bent 
on appeasement, as some of our 
testier statesmen always assume. 
When negotiation and appeasement 
become identical, then diplomacy 
is dead and the world will he di 
vided into armed camps awaiting 
the fateful day of war 
The United States certain! 
will 
not enter new talks with Russia 
with grand hopes, and ii will be 
surprised if much comes from am 
conference. 
But it is willing i-» 
be surprised, and that is what 
counts.

LONDON HF—Moscow Radio to­ 
day announced a plan to shift thou 
sands 
of top Communist party 
members to farm s in a massive 
attem pt to improve the Soviet’s 
seriously lagging agricultural pro­ 
duction. 
The author of the plan is party 
bo.<s Nikita S. Khrushchev. 
The Moscow broadcast outlined 
the “ new look” Soviet agricultural 
plan which Khrushchev unveiled 
Wednesday at Voronezh in Rus­ 
sia’s soil-rich “ black earth” region. 
Khrushchev and other top Soviet 
leaders are touring the provinces 
to win worker support for the new 
policy shifting the Soviet economy 
away from the “soft” policies spon­ 
sored by ousted Prem ier Georgi 
Malenkov. 
Malenkov himself has been re­ 
ported on an inspection tour of 
power stations in the hinterlands. 
Khrushchev lashed lagging farm 
production and served blunt notice 
that a whole new cadre of leaders 
was on the way to run Russia’s 
sprawling collective farms.

An eight-day search for the cirl 
ended Thursday when a group of 
railroad workers found her nuiti 
lated body wrapped rn a blanket 
in a dump near the end of a lonely 
lovers lane, about eight miles west 
of the city limits. 
Dr. Richard E. Olsen, examining 
oathologist, said the brown haired 
girl was stabbed 15 times, raped 
and strangled last Thursday, the 
day she was reported missing while 
en route to school. 
Rosary Near Body 
Her body was still clad in a snow­ 
suit her grief-stricken mother had 
helped her put on last week when 
she started for school. 
But most 
of her underclothing had be^n torn 
away. 
Her books, crayons, papers and 
rosary were scattered amid a tangle 
of beer cans, old tires, broken glass 
and rotting garbage in the wooded 
section w’hcre she was found. 
“She apparently was strangled 
with the left hand while being stab 
bed with the man’s right hand. 
Olsen said.

Senator Smith 
Repudiates 
TV Statement 


WASHINGTON (IF—Sen. H. Alex­ 
ander Smith (R-N.J.) said today 
he was wrong in representing Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower as saying he did 
not think Russia would back any 
Red Chinese attack on Matsu and 
Quemoy. 
Smith, ranking Republican mem­ 
ber of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions 
committee, 
repudiated 
a 
statement he had made in a tele­ 
vision interview Thursday night. 
Smith had made his statement 
in a brief report on Thursday's 
bipartisan White House conference 
with Senate leaders on foreign pol­ 
icy. 
Another senator, who asked not 
to be identified, said Mr. Eisen­ 
hower gave the impression that 
the administration does not know 
whether Russia would back up Red 
China in an attack on the offshore 
islands. 
This version was given 
to a reporter 
who 
asked about 
Smith’s television comment. 
Repudiates Bls Statement 
Questioned later by a reporter, 
Smith then repudiated his state­ 
ment. 
“I think my statement was in­ 
appropriate and I regret that I 
made it,” he said. “I don’t think 
the White House should be quoted. 
“I don’t recall the President say­ 
ing that he didn’t think that Rus­ 
sia would come in. That was an 
expression 
of my own 
feeling, 
which I’ve held for some time. 
In the TV interviews, Smith said 
Mr. Eisenhower felt that the situa­ 
tion is not favorable for a Chinese 
Communist attack. 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy charg­ 
ed in a Senate speech that -Demo­ 
cratic leaders 
are ‘‘feverishly” 
promoting a “Munish-type deal” in 
the Far East. 
He also said the 
administration’s “gross ineptitude” 
may blunder the nation into war 
there. 
The White House said it had no 
comment on what was discussed at 
a private conference. 
Earlier, Smith quoted the Presi­ 
dent as saying “from his experi­ 
ence as a military man, that the 
situation was not favorable for the 
Chinese Reds to make an attack at 
this time.” 
“He doesn’t think Russia will 
back them up, and that is another 
reason he doesn’t think they will 
attack . . 
Smith said in a tele­ 
vision interview. 
But he said the President “point­ 
ed out clearly, and he wanted us 
to understand, that the Oriental 
mind is very unpredictable and 
what the Chinese Reds might do, 
backed up by Russia, was a big 
question mark.” 
Democratic congressional lead­ 
ers seemed ready, meanwhile, to 
back up the President’s policy of 
keeping the Red Chinese guessing 
on Whether the United States would 
fight to defend Quemoy and the 
Matsus if they are attacked. 
Smith said the President empha­ 
sized that “we would have to keep 
up our position of not deciding 
what we are going to do until we 
saw the nature of the attack.” 
Some Criticism Stilled 
Democratic leaders also appear­ 
ed willing to let the President make 
that decision alone if an attack 
should come. 
Mr. Eisenhower thus appeared tc 
have stilled some of the recent 
Democratic criticism of his policy 
toward the off-shore islands. 
But 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and Senate Republican lead­ 
ers can still expect to be occasion­ 
al targets of Democratic sniping. 
“We’re not going to exert airy 
pressures or attempt to direct de­ 
cisions that are the President’s re­ 
sponsibility,” Senate Democratic 
Leader Lyndon B. Johnson said. 
Johnson emphasized that no de­ 
cision has been made on the off­ 
shore islands and that hence “the 
question of war or peace is still 
unsettled in that area.”

Tl» publisher left the hospital 
March 17 and w ent to Cantignv 
farm. 
Ho appeared to be tasking a sat­ 
isfactory recovery until last Tues­ 
day, when Van Dellen announced 
that McCormick's condition 
had 
taken a definite turn for the worse. 
Thursday night the Colonel’s con­ 
dition began to worsen rapidly. He 
lapsed into frequent com as until 
thcr end came. 
HH death marked the end to one 
of tho most colorful and powerful 
figures in American journalism . 
At mo time of his death he was 
also president of the Tribune Com­ 
pany, which owns the New York 
Daily News. Recently, he purchas­ 
ed the W ashington Time?-, Herald 
in an attempt to bring an “ Am eri­ 
canism" viewpoint to the nations 
capital. 
However, he later sold 
the newspaper. 
Anti-New Dealist 
Tho '‘Colonel,’’ as he was known 
in Chicago, was one of the city’s 
most controversial figures for dec­ 
ades. 
He stirred up violent controver­ 
sies w ith his vigorous crusades 
against 
prohibition, 
the 
“ New 
D eal,” and such “ global interna 
tlonalism ’’ as the United Nations. 
His critics called him “ The Duke 
of Chicago" 
and “ the 
greatest 
mind of the 14th C entury." 
McCormick, however, never wav- 
eitti in his battle for “ American- 
sim” as he saw it. 
H is m ost recent stand w as taken 
la st y ear when he participated in 
the form ation of a group named
